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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the BPAI decision made on 03/24/2010. 
After thorough search and examination of the present application and in light of 

the prior art made of record, and in response to the BPAI decision made on 03/24/2010, 
claims 1-34 and 37-40 (renumbered as 1-38) are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The prior art made of record does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
elements, as recited in independent claims 1 and 20. More specifically, the prior art of 
records does not specifically suggest "searching in the hierarchical tree structure only 
nodes that potentially have child nodes satisfying the XPath expression" in combination 
with all the other limitations in the claim. 

These features together with other limitations of the independent claim are novel 
and non-obvious over the prior art of record. The dependent claims 2-19, 21-34 and 37- 
40 being definite, enabled by the specification, and further limiting to the independent 
claim, are also allowable.
